Hay is getting to be quite on item in the 
business of our city this season. We 
tliiuk if our ftrijpra would direct more 
attention to this rnatl er they would find 
it profitable. There is probably no soil 
in the United Slates that will produce 
more bay to the acre than will most of 
•the farms in this county, and there is 
always a ready market within a reason- 
able distance for nil that can be raised 
Then] baled bay'can be shipped a dis- 
tance of one or two hundred miles as 
easily as any other crop, and it can cer- 
tainly be raised with less expense than 
most other crops. We suppose most of 
the land in Macon. county will yield at 
least a ton and a half of good hay to 
the acre, which would, as a general 
thing, sell in St Louis and other mar- 
kets at ten dollars po? ton, net. As to 
the ceitaiaty of the crop it is doubtless 
as sure as any that can be raised, and by 
a judicious divisiop of their land into 
hay, corn, wheat and oats, farmers 
would be pretty sure to have a good crop 
of some kind.

Houses to Bent.—There is a loud call

The fact is, that nearly all the houses 
that are for rent are entiiely unfit for 
human habitations, many of them are 
without cellars, and many cellars, so 
called, are half of the time full of water; 
and instead of being places suitable for 
preserving and storing provisions, are 
simply holes for breeding malaria and 
sickness in the families who arc so un- 
fortunate as to be obliged to stay in the 
dilapidated shells called houses that 
cover them. 
For houses situated as

dollars pei month are demanded
